If conspiracy is curled out so rigorously for pmetloal reasons, l.e., 
only for the sake of conspiracy, then everything is In order, How ever, if it 
Is Is financed for reasons of disbelief, then this is a negative factor in onr 
collaboration. 

During the past ten years, there have been only one or two occasions cm 
which I oowld none mi oonoe ml ag clendcstinity as related to ne p e rson ally* 
Whan I reported on then. It was clarified to ne that these so-called non 
conspiratorial Instances did not. In fact, take place and were the rsau l ts 
o f Intrigu es on the part of othsr persons. For Imstsaes, in 1990, ffyrm 
KATTrrmO and Ivna KA3RUBA told ns that the Americans were alleged to have 
told Taroelar 3UUKA (now deceased) that they (the Anerlcms) had detailed 
and objective lnfomstion c onc er ni ng the BASDBRAltee which originated with 
a priest who is oriented In seek affairs, KATTITKTIO and KASR0BA dsdeoed 
that the priest could Have been dnly I, Then there was the time when I met 
with "John" at a tavern near Rynphenbuxg and we were spotted by an unidenti- 
fied Oerenn, a friend of Borya LH.VITiM.TT , id>o later lnf om s d LSVTTSKTT that 
s ows BAHDB Ulte with a beard spoke with another ass at a tavern c on cerning 
LOTTSCnr. Bowrer, this disturbance of our security was not one on which 
blame sen be placed on either "John" or ms* X can say that during tbs past 
turn years claadestinity and security was maintained throughout and carried 
out to the point where today X cannot identify the outfit for iddch X work* 

If it has been infl u en c e d by, and maintained for, the intelligence ef fort, 
them everything Is In order* Howev er , if H has been influenced I #r disbelief 
in ms, then something should be dons about It, host important is that I 
| should be assure d that this is done for this or that reason and the affair

And I became farther convinced that perhaps 
it eaa baaed on distrust in ne. Concretely* Until today, I do not 
know for ebon I work, X cannot identity by nane one pereon with ebon

(2) Daring about 1951, X was informed that X would be advanced to 
the status as an "assistant” sad that salary would be raised aeoord* 
ingly. Further, on this ooaaaion and on tu> other occasions (one earlier 
and one later), 1 was told that I would be given a contrast to sign and 
that this contract would stipulate all tens of our relationship. X have 
yet to see or sign seek a contract. Likewise, during the sane period, 

I was told that X (and nr former esan law wife) could take a vacation 
on the Chleneee and that all expenses would be reimbursed on my return. 

I took the vacation (and it ruined, by the way); however, when I returned , 
I was not reim b ursed bat was told that headquarter* refused to grant the* 
reimbursement, etc. Vow vhst should X think about a situation like that. 
My only recourse was to think that there existed no trust la ns. Under 
the guarantee of a written contract, X would know what "firm" employs me, 
even If the nane of the firm did act appear but was indicated in one 
form or another. 


(3) Tkm item of distrust, better yet, the couples number of items 
of distrust in me has grown in strength during the past nakfa sr of years. 

Cue such Item appeared during the Doris LSVTT3KTT affair. I must under- 
line the fact that I nude my contribution in this instance nost sincerely 
and nest respectfully. As it was, during contacts with case officers In 
t his affai r. It s ee me d that the American investigation wan aot bent against 
LSmam but against ne, the Informant. This happened eo often that X 
lost all ambition to oontians. Occasionally, I had thoughts which told 
ms that I should not report further on the affair to which X had direct 
aoeess and which was as interesting as the JJ5VTTSKTT affair. X asked ay* 
self* why shcaild I report further when my superiors, instead of delving 
into the affair Itself, concentrated their attention ca why I an reporting 
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at this or hat hides behind wy reporting , perhaps they were think- 
ing that 1 ay hare boa dolig this at a e n s oa s slss 9 s instruction. I 
ocnaiderfld it wy d»t gr tq report on this affair* it the saw tin, I did 
sort flat (it ms— d to ns) a ay understanding in my chiefs. 

(4) All of wtr CO*s with few anesptions. did not do anything to 
erase this distrust bet— one persoa and —other, especially in my 
ease. an Intelli gence Informant* This ocrald hare been achieved In a 
diverse a— her of nays. e*g*. oloeer fellowship, discussions, etc* In 
this. I point out that I do not wish to disturb the basis for clandestine 
relationship. Personally. I bans— acousto— d earlier to another style 
of intellignsee cooperation* The degree of anlability and friendly re* 
latlonshlp between — sad uy Abws hr superiors was such that we had noth* 

Ing to hide before o— or another. Our relationship, beyond the actual 
Job. was that of a best friend to a best friend* I dare say that al l 
idllch the A—rloans attempt to achieve through the as ad stance of LC FLUTTER, 
that lo} non 11 Ting object or. in a sense, a debase— ut of hunsnlty. was 
achieved — ch acre so by the Qensas through salable and ftrlendly relation- 
Alps with ns. Here, it oust be noted that we Slavonic people are very 
sensitive and — otloaal end. therefore, vulnereble end easily hurt* 

During ay Abwehr service. If 2. or if one of ay Mauds, nar- 
rled or otherwise, asnooiated with girls, or bees— drunk to In sen si bility, 
or if ws visited (pardon the word) a idtore-kouee. or if ws did anything 
"abnormal" or something along this lias, vs had no need to hide this 
fast and keep quiet about it* On the contrary, we would talk about it 
without aha— to all of our superiors* The superiors knew about all suck 
things. Tbgjr would laugh about It and. If necessary, caution us about 
r e peat ing It or give us a piece of sdvlos. etc* Tbs superiors created 
tush a ftrlendly at— sphere that all of us bees—, as it were, a whole. 

There was nothing which one person had which he felt diould be excluded 
fron another* This type of atnoephere gave birth rot only to —tael 
personal r es pect but nsxtaal trust which wee necessary for the Intelligence 
endeavor* 

"7 ~ Therefore, today, after 12 years have passed and I have not 

/ net with uy old Abwehr chiefs, they still renal w in my — o r y as they 
/ vers than. i*s*. not only frlntda but beat friends* I feel the need to 
nest with then, to talk things over with then, to learn about their cur^ 

I rust activities, their Joys and sorrows, because they are my joys and 
'-sorrows. 

Still another important item our Gemaa superiors never con- 
sidered our collaboration in tbs sense of ”agenture or salaried”, neither 
noney nor proulse of a good life or career entered into tbe picture and 
was not the activating force for our efforts with the Abwehr * We served 
with the Abwehr because we were convinced that we were serving against 
an evil whlck was Bolshevism* The Geraaas understood hunan relationships 
and moral perceptions of the individual and were able to strengthen us 
and never permitted us to believe that we were ordinary, paid, untrusted 
agents* They always told mat a paid agent will work for an Intelligence 
service until the other side pays him more and glvee hln the possibility 
; tjdjt living better* However, intelligence work uses ideologl (sally-motivated 
^petfple who see a living and patriotic value 1a their Intelligence effort.

Hgcn c t. i*jr la the Keens to the end sac ot the end la itself* j 

Ike Osman*, taught us not to piece Value in money. And this was good. 

We had sore n o sfty available to us with the Germans than I today, a a 

am AI3 collaborator. However, I very seldom used the money which was I 

designated for mr effort. Often, I used only about 50 percent of the 

funds Which were allot ed to as. I could hare used up 100 percent of 

the fhnds and even without accounting for it later. Howe ver , with the 

ideological approach to the affair, all of ua natured, educated oei^ 

selves end strengthened our characters. 

4. Betandng to the subject of UT collaboration with American 13, 1 mj sor- 
rowfully that our relationship, from its inception until today, has carried the 
characteristic of a "business". The basis for owe collaboration is t fed st we have 
the money and we pay yo»| yon do mot have a completely duab heed) therefore, five 
us the information which wa meed. The human aspects or all that we can call the 
spiritual elements of our collaboration, automatically oone under the heading of 

a second. If not a third, plan. When one of superior* brought me 10 cartons of 
cigarettes, them he felt It proper to esy, *1 give you more cigarettes this time 
beesnse you gave us more information this tine". 

5. This, in qy estimation. Is the 'fcoalneeanaa's area which Z mentioned 
earlier. Because I gave sore information than was usaal, the ease officer gave ms 

a CARS package, perhaps worth about 10 U3 dollars, or 10 cartons of cigarettes which ) 
probably were worth about 15 03 dollars. The case officer did not place the value 
of Information Is the moral category bat is the category of the CABS package or 
10 cartons of cigarettes. This automatically placed me in the category of "paid 
low-leval spites!" . I fought this degradation of the human individual with all 
the forces which I eould master, degradation from the state as a Innun, a a an in* | 

telUgsat person, as a former political and andergrcmed activist to the condition j 

of a "paid spltsel", Cognisant of earlier Abwwhr lost ructions (as described above), 
uy blood boiled and I became angry at the thought that possibly X was being treated j 
similarly in this case, that X was not obtaining the proper respect, etc. 

6. let's review our "operational meetings" during the past 10 years. They 

have ben various. However, most of thn took place as followingt we meet ae pre- 
arranged, shake hands after saying, "Hello" or "Good day" (Dobryyden * ). Then the I 

case officer would say, "What's new" ( Sicho chanty) . After making «y reply, X 

would pull out some reports from ay brief case aid read then, clearing up a few 
points in the reports and answering a few questions and, here and there, I was of* 
feredjtoericaa cigarette. This entire transaction took about an hour or two. When 
all was completed, we asked one another, "Do you have ajy further questions?" If 
not, arranged the next meeting, shook hands and departed from one another. There 
waa nothing human (lrudske ) about these meetings, there was no frlmdship, amiability, 
etc. It was a typical buslneesnaa's transaction. X provided the information and 
you paid me at the end of the south. It is qy thought that this has beam a serious 
segatlvs aspect during the course of our 10 year collaboration. Please do not ala- 
understand ns. This is not always the case. However, a system or routine remains 
the same, even though a change way occur periodically. In this form of collaboration, 
a person automatically be c om es a robot, without a soul, without a morel basis. It 
brings forth undeeireable complexes. It forces a person to lose his individuality 
and, worst of all, it makes a per com a "paid agent". In order to rid one's self of 



this roll, one has to go through a aeries of lunar conflicts and on* has to tall 
oat's self that the situation id different than what it actually appears to be, 

7 .This has created an unpleasant situation for ns. All case officers ifco have 
worked for m, with one or two exceptions, hare remained nothing tot cold, spirit* 
less pseudo n y ms . I hare nothing in ntwon with them* I do not care where they 
are located today, what they are doing, hew tiny are getting along# etc. Aside 
fron the "business", we had nothing In oi oun o u* They hare left nothing for my mem- 
ory to recall* Vs were unable to find friendly association, sociability or that 
per so n t o ■ parso n relationship* Vfe lacked that solid norm! basis of IntaUlgsmcs 
collaboration. I did not dssa it necessary to open my soul to then, Just as they 
kept their souls dosed to ns. I knew that, in a year or two, they would look into 
ay soul with the aid of IcnUTTKft and then the end would eons. Perhaps UCPTAJTT8R 
is an idsal invention. However, wr dsar Mends, it will never replace that sincerity 
and truth Aillness which grows on the base of nutual trust, on the base of fellow* 
ship, salable extra-curricular associations, ronnon effort and endeavor toward one 
and the sane goal* 

8. Having read the above, the reader will suyt "be no re objective and adult that 
yon yourself to a great degree were responsible for lack of harmony about which you 
write, that yon kept quiet about various Important circumstances, that year wife 
lived eonulihere beyond G erma ny and that 3 is not your wife. We had the right not 
to have trust in yon when your wife arrived in fcnlck fron the Bast Zone* Tour

s u ppor t ed by fact* Distrust in me was in order. However, let us analyse' this

9.1t la a fact that, until June 1954, 1 rmwlaed silent about the existence of 
^ wife. I nads a secret of this. However, this was not an absolute secret. It 
was something which I wanted to keep secret as a natter of principle* Zt wns a 
h s ecret which I kept fron you and the rest of your oempat riots. However, this was 
not principally my secret which I safeguarded. On the oontrary, this has been no 
secret to all wjr friends with when I have friendly con tacts, with whom I have trust 
and who have repaid no with their trust. 1 disc us sed all of this with then, sought 
their counsel end poured out all of ay troubles relative to this unpleasant situa- 
tion. Those who are aware of this situation inaludt Colonel 3CHAKU3CHLABJBR, Walter 
Z DIBCKKR, Ivan KA3HGBA, Borya LSVTTSKTT, Myron MATVTTETKO and his wife, Guam 
HAT7ITETK0, the FTXXPOVTCHa and a whole group of others. I kept no secrets from 
then* I knew that they would understand when I would relate it to then and that 
they would continue their trust In ns and would continue their frlnrtly relation- 
ships with ns* 

10. This Beans, in affect, that 1 did not nake this a particular secret* Should 
there have been a relationship between us as there was between an and the Abwehr . 
then believe ns, this wmOd have been the first topic which 1 would have revealed 
to your organisation, he were nahle to create such aa atmosphere during the course 
of our collaboration. The basis of our relation ship, l.e., the businessman's re- 
lationship, did aot lead to the point where I could open up uy soul to you, 
especially when I saw that all of my edee officers kept to themselves and did aot 


interest themselves in mj* affair* except la matters c£ ordinary business. Had I v 

aa Inkling that v ***se officers mn living ^y life >hat ^ Ufa beyond ordinary 
h ttlmi was of int jat to then, had I bmk that they did not rely ooapletaly on 
UiSiOTtW, aad that they took into aoocun t the goal isd spirit of a parson idiot 
dose not rtml itself only on LCFLOTfKR bet la ftllowafclp, I certainly would not 
have kept aay secrete tram yea Just as I did aot keep secrets from ay Mads.

Ch the con- 
trary, X an certain that he, knowing ay mother tongue, probably wanted to help ns 
understand the text and sense of the questions. However, all of his good intention* 
went to naught, 

18, TO sum up the above, I make the following statements When American IS takes j 

the position that investigation of its "associates 0 mast take place with assistance 
of LC FLUTTER, then that investigation must be effected with methods which will re- 
duce human respect to the mealiest degree possible. That form of Investigation 
should not be carried oirU sad the questions should not be posed by, those people 
Who have contact with those who submit to LCFIOTTER; only those who are strange to 
the one who will be LCFLUfTEfted should ask the questions. Investigation with the 
assistance of LC FLUTTER should strengthen the relationship between CO and the 
"assoodnte" lamiT never Jshould the association be destroyed by an imprudent tactic.
